ORGANIZATION OF AFRO-AMERICAN 
UNITY, INCORPORATED 


On June 28, 1964, Maicolm K Little, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all-Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This announce- 
ment was made at a public rally held by the MMI in the Audubon 
Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, New York City. 


A printed and published statement of basis OAAU aims 
read by Malcolm Z at this meeting indicates that it shall include 
"all! people of African descent in the Western Hemisphere, as 
well as “our'' brothers and sisters on the African continent. It 
is patterned after the "letter and spirit" of the Organization of 
African Unity established (by African Heads of States) at Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. : 


A recording of the remarks of Malcolm X at this meet- 
ing indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate . 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for "human 
rights," while the initial objective is to “internationalize" — 
the American civil rights movement by taking it to the United 
Nations. Little condemned the nonviolent civil rights movement 
and claims that Negroes should -be taught to protect themselves, | 
_When and if necessary, The OAAU will sponsor a program for 
Negroes in education, politics, culture, economics, and social 
reform. 

Malcoim X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, while 
addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, New York City.

According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther Party 
(BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to 
organize black people so they can take control of the life, politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by Bobby George Seale, 
BPP Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton 
is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of man- 
slaughter in connection with the killing ‘of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, The Black Panther ,"' which further 
describes itself as the "Black Community News Service,” states that the 
BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary 
program to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the black 
community are urged to arm themselves against the police who are con- 
sistently referred to in the publication as "pigs"' who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September.7, 1968, contains an 
editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, which 
ends with the following: . 


"Black men. Biack people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun, Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article ‘appearing in the 
October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the statement, "... 
we will not dissent from American Government. We will overthrow it," 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's Republic 
of China and feature MAO's statement that “political power grows out of 
the barrel of a gun."

RELATIVES WHO HAVE BUREAU MAIN FILES 


The relationship, biographical data, and associations of 
Miriam Makeba with individuals advocating "Black Power” in the US, 
are set forth in the following serials of the main file on her spouse, 
Stokely Carmichael. Much of this information resulted from coverage 
of Stokely Carmichael's activities as a black extremist, both prior 
and subsequent to their marriage in WDC, on 4/29/68. During that 
period Makeba, who was a singer, traveled extensively in the US and 
abroad and usually was accompanied by Carmichael who would make speeches 
and/or participate in extremist activities in the same area. Back- 
ground information indicates that Makeba first was admitted to the b6 
US, from Johannesburg, South Africa, as a visitor on 11/11/59 and bye 
8/23/60, and that she was granted permanent residence in the US on 
5/1/61. Previous to her marriage to Carmichael 


In March, 1968, in WDC, Makeba and Carmichael were 
Involved in an incident with the Dixie Realty Company over a deposit 
she made to lease a residence at 2815 13th Street, NW, WDC, and part 
of the money was refunded to her to prevent trouble. Subsequently 
they negotiated for purchase of a house at 4331 Blagden

& source advised the Student National Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC), formerly known as the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee, is a nonmembership organization founded 
in 1960, during the civil rights movement in the South. 


Under the leadership of Stokely Carmichael, who 
served as National Chairman during the period 1966-67, SNCC 
evolved from a civil rights oriented group into a full-blown 
black revolutionary organization. 


A publication entitled "1967 High Tide of Black 
Resistance’ indicates the year 1967 was considered hy {NCC 
as a historic milestone for the liberation of black people 
in the United States and the year that revolutionaries 
throughout the world began to understand more fully the 
impact of the black movement. The publication declared that 
“liberation will come only when there is final destruction cf 
this mad octopus--the capitrlistic system of the United States 
with all its life-sucking tentacles of exploitation and racism 
that choke the people of Africa, Asia, and Latin America. The 
realities of black life, together with the recognition instilled 
in SNCC workers, forced its members to further popularize the 
legitimacy of self-defense and rebellions when oppression became 
too great." 


A second source advised that H. Kap Rrown succeeded 
Carmichael as National Chairman of SNCC in May, 1968, and 
served in that capacity until June, 1968, at which time 
SNCC reorganized, creating ten deputy chairmen in an effort 
to relieve pressure by law enforcement. 


In April, 1969, SNCC moved its national headquarters 
from Atlanta, Georgia, te New York City, where it is presently 
located. 


H. Rap Brown announced at a press conference in 
Kew York City on July 22, 1969, that he had been elected 
Chairman of the Student Non violent Coordinating Committee. 
He announced the organization was dropping the word "Nonviolent" 
from its title and will be known as the Student National 
Coordinating Co ttee, with a kevolutionary Political 
Council functioning as its governing body. Brown, at that 
time, stated the use cf force is necessary in obtaining 


revolutionary goals.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY, aka 
Black Panther Party for 
Self Defense 


, According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 

It was organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and Huey P. 
Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton is presently serving 
a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter in 
connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther”, which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of 
the black people. Residents of the black community are urged 
to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


“The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George 
Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is,a revolutionary culture, Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill 
the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "fhe Black Panther" is 
the statement, “...we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it." 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of 
the People's Republic. of China and feature MAO's statement 
that “political power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located 
at 3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches 
have been established at various locations throughout the 
United States. 
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\ REPUBLIC OF NEW AFRICA 


A source has advised that the Republic of 
New Africa (RNA) is an all-Negro organization founded 
in Detroit, Michigan, in March, 1968. Robert F. Williams, 
who was then residing in Peking, China, was named as its 
President-in-Exile. Williams fled the United States in 
1961 following issuance of a local warrant for his 
arrest on a charge of kidnapping growing out of a racial 
incident in Monroe, North Carolina. He published and 
broadcast hate-type material in Cuba and China prior 
to his return to the United States in September, 1969. 


A second source has advised that the purpose of the 
RNA is to establish an independent black nation within the 
United States, demanding the States of Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and South Carolina in addition to $10,000 


per black citizen as payment for 400 years of ancestral slave 
labor. 


A third source advised on March 14, 1969, that an 
army of the RNA, known as the Black Legion, dedicated to black 
freedom and committed to the concept of systematic armed 
revolution, has been established. Black Legion members are 
expected to participate in military training and engage in 
firearms practice. The RNA plans to establish an underground 
Black Legion in addition to an aboveground Black Legion in 
order to avoid detection by the police, 


According to this source, Black Legion members 
acting as bodyguards at a session of the Second National 
Convention of the RNA in Detroit, Michigan, on March 29, 1969, 
were involved in a shoot-out with members of the Detroit Police 
Department which resulted in the killing of one policeman 
and the critical wounding of another.

BLACK UNITED FRONT (BUF) 


A source advised that on Jamuary 9, 1968, a meeting 
was held at Washington, D. C., by Stokely Carmichael. At 
this meeting, the Black United Front, an organization 
consisting of representatives of Black organizations and 
individuals was formed in the District of Columbia in order 
to effect operational unity among and for Black people. 


During June, 1968, a second source advised that the 
Black United Front in an official statement of purpose stated 
it was established for the purpose of expanding the lines of 
communication between, and effecting togetherness among all 
the Black people in the District of Columbia in order that 
they might obtain a rightful and proportionate share in the 
decision making councils of the District, and rightful and 
proportionate control of the economic institutions in the 
Black community.

1. Any Black individual who has concern 
and interest in the Black community. 


2,.. Any organization whose primary 
involvement is for the benefit of 
Black. people, provided it has at least 
a 50% Black constituency and its 
representative in the BUF is black.
